
Our files show that we have registered our opposition to Argentine 
credits in the IFI's on human rights grounds in the following instances: 



December, 1976 - We persuaded GOA to withdraw application for 
$30 million IDB loan for industrial credits. We informed GOA 
that otherwise we would have to register our opposition when 
this credit came up for vote. 

March, 1977 - We voted in favor of $105 million IBRD"~loan for 
highways, but at the same time expressed our concern regarding 
the human rights situation in Argentina. 

June, 1977 - We publicly expressed our concern about human 
rights situation in Argentina and abstained on two loans: 

$7 million IFC credit for soybean processing plant and $100 
million IBRD industrial credit. 

October. 1977 - We voted against a $36 million IDB- loan for a 
gas pipeline in Argentina. Although the negative vote 
reflected our continuing concern about human rights conditions - 
in Argentina, our representative made no public statement when 
he registered his vote. 

November, 1977 - We voted against a $54 million IDB loan for a 
cellulose plant, again on human rights grounds. Our 
representative made no public statement. 

December, 1977 - We voted against a $105 million IDB loan for 
3ahia Blanca petrochemical complex, also on human rights grounds 
but without public statement. Argentine representative advocated 
sanctions against countries which are introducing political 
considerations for their- vot-es . 

February, 1978 - We abstained on $105 million IBRD loan for grain 
silos as a result of improvement in human rights area (publishing 
of lists) . 
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
